MacArthur Order To Purge Brings 


Consternation to Japanese Cabinet

Reaction of cotton spokesmen 
ranged from “I am not in favor 
| of it—it’s ridiculous” by Rep. 
‘Camp, Democrat, Georgia, to sug- 


'gestions by others that if ceilings 
‘are imposed they must be high 


enough to cover increased produc- 
tion costs. 

Camp asserted that cotton ceil- 
ings would not do much to hold 
textile fabric prices down any- 
way. 

“Why there isn’t 30 cents worth 
of cotton in a $3 shirt,” he said. 

The same view was taken by 
Arkansas Agriculture Commis- 
sioner H. K. Thatcher. He as- 
serted OPA had gone “to the 
wrong end” in its move to hold 
down clothing costs by controlling 
cotton, 

Rep. Pace, Democrat, Georgia, a 
long recognized cotton spokesman, 
urged that cotton interests be 
given a public hearing before any 
control measure is promulgated. 
He said production costs were up 
tremendously and must be taken 
into consideration. 

Increased cotton production 
costs also were cited by Tennes- 
see Agriculture Commissioner O. 
-E. Van Cleave, who opposed any 
| price ceiling low enough to “cost 
the farmer something.” 

In the big cotton growing state 
'of Texas, Burris Jackson, chair- 
man of the statewide cotton com- 
mittee, opposed the ceiling move 
as “impracticable and unwork- 
able.” He said his opinion was 
that Bowles “took the step be- 
cause of pressure of cotton manu- 
facturers.”

Ain Essay in Futility 


Senator Robert Taft. of Ohio, has called 
Mr. Truman's speech and proposals “left 
wing and Communistic and pro-labor.” 

Mr. William Green, speaking for the 
executive council of the AFL, declares Mr. 
Truman’s proposals to be reactionary, hos- 
tile to labor, and offering a “cure worse 
than the illness.” 

Mr. Phillip Murray, of the CIO, de- 
nounces Mr. Truman as wishing to destroy 
labor. 

Plainly, someone is wrong. 

The facts are, unfortunately for Mr. 
Truman and the nation, that his speech 
and position call for comment which might 
be titled an essay in futility, for the simple 
reason that his proposals have been caught 
by the pants as they try to pass through 
the barbed-wire fence of conflicting facts. 

It is at once obvious, though none has 
said so, that the Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Committee (FEPC) would require an 
enormous number of “policemen” and 
bureaus in each state to enable it to func- 
tion. The theory is right. But, being an 
ideal, it is difficult to translate it into 
law without growing abuses in enforce- 
ment and without making of it, eventually, 
a purely political agency and club. The 
Constitution has opposed it as presented 
and maintains that position now. 

The full-employment bill is not, as 
Senator Taft says, Communistic. It is, in 
fact, a bill with many commendable meas- 
ures. But, again, no one has had enough 
candor to savy that the government econo- 
mists came up with one of the greatest 
errors in estimating unemployment. The 
best guess was made by Secretary Henry 
Wallace’s department of commerce. But 
even it was off some 25 per cent. The 
statisticians upon whom the decision rested 
were off about 50 per cent. The bill, as 
presented, needed revision in the light of 
these errors. This was done. Even so, it 
is not a sound bill. 

In the labor dispute, Walter Reuther 
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cannot fail to see that if GM agrees to pay 
a 30 per cent increase, then the parts 
makers, the tire makers and persons in 
other fields of work will demand 30 per 
cent and—whoosh!—out the window will 
go savings and the cost of living controls. 
All this obviously makes necessary Mr. 
Truman’s fact-finding committee. 

In the field of housing there was cre- 
ated, by the congress, a situation impos- 
sible of solution by any “expediter.” In 
the field of commercial building all con- 
trols, including rents and prices of mate- 
rials, were abandoned. At the same time 
tax revisions made commercial ventures 
more attractive. Yet in the field of hous- 
ing, where the need was and is greatest, 
controls were kept on rentals and prices. 
The result is private housing is lagging 
and will continue to lag. 

Finally, and most disturbing to the 
thoughtful citizen, is the fact that the same 
persons who damned Mr. Roosevelt for be- 
ing too strong, now damn Mr. Truman 
for being too weak. 

Have the people of America reached 
the status that they cannot be governed 
by an average man who comes up through 
our political system to the Presidency? 

Must we have a strong man to get 
things done? 

Mr. Truman patently is superior to 
either a Coolidge, a Harding or a Taft. 
One shudders to think what would have 
resulted had they faced the enormous com- 
plexity of Mr. Truman’s problems. Yet he 
is not getting things done and so confesses. 

The constitution of the United States 
requires him to suggest measures to the 
congress. It does not require him to 
“strong-arm” them through. He has sug- 
gested. 
having the suggestion, bears the responsi- 
bility. 

All of which explains why the situation 
is an essay in futility. It is not now an 
encouraging picture.

Cotton, in short, has gone up approx- 
imately 40 per cent in the past four 
years. *This is considerably less than the 
vast majority of other crops. And it is 
immeasurably less than the increase in 
cost of producing same. If Mr. Bowles 
has any doubts on this latter count, we 
invite him to accompany us through vast 
regions of this state, where no small por- 
tion of this year’s cotton crop is rotting 
in the fields because of the farmers’ inabil- 
ity to meet the cost of labor to pick it. 

Mr. Bowles proposes to slap a ceiling 
on raw cotton to prevent further increases 
in the cost of textiles and finished gar- 
ments, 


What Mr. Bowles ignores is the fact 
that an infinitesimal amount of the cost 
increase in these fields to date is trace- 
able to the wartime rise in raw cotton 
prices. 

Cotton’ has gone up 7 cents a pound. 

Does Mr. Bowles think that is in any 
large measure responsible for the fact 
that shirts which in °’41 sold for $1.50 
and $2, today bring $3.50 and $4? 

Does he think the fact that cotton has 
gone up 7 cents a pound is the reason 
the two-for-a-nickel handkerchief of four 
years ago retails today for 10 times as 
much? 

Does he think the reason men’s shorts 
—which were to be had for from 39 to 
50 cents in 1941—sell for from $1.50 to $3 
today is because the farmer is getting 7 


‘cents a pound more for his cotton? 


We realize, of course, that no logical 
argument can be made for the exemption 
of any contributing factor if the over-all 
cost of an item is to be restricted. Never- 
theless, we do contend that anything 
which has as minute a bearing on the cost 
of the finished product as raw cotton is no 
place to start in an effort to control prices. 

Thus, unless and until 
vinced that a conscientious and continuing 
effort has been made to restrict price 
increases in the manufacturing and dis- 
tribution of cotton products, we shall 
oppose any effort to place a ceiling on 
the amount the farmer gets for his lint. 
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Demagogues Not 
Southern Phenomena 


We are about to have a good lesson in 
political science. 

: That curious loan to Great Britain comes 
up in congress soon. It is a necessary loan. The rankest sort 
of anti-Britisher must know that a Britain unable to participate 
in world trade will cause the whole plan of trade and inter- 


national business revival to collapse into another world depression, 


It is a curious loan, because the British themselves do not 
really want it. They feel its terms unfair. They feel so largely 
because of the years we were not in the war they were spending 
without stint their credit in foreign nations which they, as an 
exporting people, must have to live and do business. They were 
destroying their credit reserves and going into debt against an 
enemy which we, though not then in the war, nevertheless recog- 
nized as the common enemy. Many Britons feel we should share 
this load. 


No American can afford honestly to think of lend-lease on 
any other terms than that of time bought and lives saved. It is 
difficult to see how we could call it a debt since we used it to buy 
time to prepare and the lives of thousands of our young 
men. And, truthfully, we took a very good position on lend- 
lease, our politics being whatysthey are. We asked a rather good 
interest rate, 2 per cent, onthe loan. The British felt its terms 
severe and the loan aroused a small, but articulate, demand that 
3ritain “withdraw” and go it alone economically, eating and wear- 
ing less until the budget be balanced. It might be the better way, 
but assuredly it is not the quicker way. 

Nevertheless, the loan is to come up in our own congress. It 
will be passed, because the financial institutions of the country 
are for it and so, by and large, are our industrial leaders. The 
people, too, I think, want the loan to be made. They, perspectives 
being what they are, think of it as a friendly, generous sort of 
act and will be a little hurt at the British perspective. 
Debate Nevertheless, it is coming up for debate and “hearings,” 

and soon our congressional halls will echo to the cries 
of the anti-British members of the governing body. 

And here is the political lesson. 

However much one might dislike and abhor the political 
personages of Sen. Bilbo and Rep. Rankin, to name two currently 
in the news, it obviously is both wrong politically and actually for 
northern critics of the two to label them as peculiarly southern. 

The truth is, there is nothing about the two which is peculiarly 
southern. As has been pointed out by Charles J. Johnson, writing 
for readers of his own race, these two men are not regional 
phenomena. 

As many southern states well know, from frequent experiences, 
there are two political formulas. One is to appeal to ignorance, to 
selfishness, to fear and to all the mean and unworthy prejudices. 
The South has seen a lot of that sort of politics in which the lie, 
exaggeration and distortion are the weapons. 

But, these same elements are to be found in any and all 
regions. In Vermont, for instance, the French-Canadian minority 
bears the brunt of most of this sort of appeal. 

In New York, Illinois, Pennsylvania and other states where 
there is a high percentage of foreign-born persons, of Jews, and 
Negroes, it is not politically wise to attack them, because they 
have the ballot. 

So, we already have seen and heard Senator 
Illinois, rise on the floor to protest against the loan to Britain 
and to rail against the socialism of that nation. When the loan 
comes up he, and other senators who wish to appeal to selfishness, 
meanness and prejudice, will hammer away at Britain. They 
will twist the lion’s tail with violence and with eloquence. 

It is very safe to talk about British socialism in Illinois and to 
cry “treachery” and “cheat.” 

But, if we will look back in Senator Brooks’ record we will 
find that when Winston Churchill was in power Senator Brooks 
was denouncing British “imperialism” afid was asking why Mr. 
Roosevelt was under the Churchillian thumb, 

The inescapable conclusion is that Senator Brooks and Senator 
Bilbo are political brothers. 

There are almost no Jews or foreign-born persons in Mississippi, 
and the Negroes can’t vote in the primary. So,gMr. Bilbo dencunces 
“Kikes,” “Wops,” ‘“Dagoes” and Negroes with a fine frenzy. If 
he had many of these persons voting, no doubt the senator from 
Mississippi would be equally eloquent in denouncing Britain or 
France or Russia. 

A collapse of Britain would weigh heavily on the great indus- 
trial states of the middle west, including Illinois. They export 
their goods and that market will, if the world goes along, be 
good. The collapse would hurt the cotton South as well. But 
the senator must have his whipping boy. As must others 

It is interesting to keep in mind that the late “Big Bill” 
Thompson got himself elected mayor of Chicago on an anti-British 
platform. He used to make a show of. burning school histories 
which did not damn the British enough to suit him. 

So, the political demagogue is by no means peculiar to the 
South. He is to be found everywhere, appealing to all that is 
meanest and selfish in us. He is not a southern phenomenon. 

You may listen to the chorus when the loan to Britain comes 
before committee and the congress.

However, it is a mistake to go job-seeking with no other thought 
than the amount of pay to be received, 

There are other considerations and some of them are more vital, 
even, than the dollars and cents receivable. 


Few Fortunes Even though a young man’s ambition envisions 

a future in the multi-millionaire class, it 1s 
rather evident that future fortunes in that category are going to 
be few and fur between. The trend toward socialism, evident to 
all who d@ not refuse to see, is going to call halt on too-swollen per- 
sonal fortunes. To say nothing of the handicap that taxes will im- 
pose on the man of big income for many years to come—probably 
forever, 

And what man of reasonable intelligence, today, seeks content- 
ment and a good life in such excessive acquisition? ‘Too much 
money is simply a burden and a responsibility that the wise man 
does not desire. 

However, let us grant that prospects of a reasonably satisfactory 
income are about equal in a number of occupations open to the 
job-seeker.

And there is little satisfaction in any work you do, unless you 
can feel that the product of your labor, be it physical or mental, 
fills a real human need and unless you likewise feel you can pro- 
vide that product better than anyone else. 

During the war millions of workers found greater satisfaction 
and truer happiness in their work for the simple reason that the 
urgencies of war impressed upon them they were needed, that their 
labor was essential to the coming victory. 7 

Of course, the world, even our own communities, can get along 
without any one of us. No individual is indispensable. At the 
same time, the knowledge of a needed job well done brings a pride 
and a satisfaction incomparable. It is such knowledge that makes 
life worth the living. 

So, when you are faced with the decision of choice of life work, 
seek always the work for which you are best adapted, the work you 
can best perform and the work that will contribute most to the wall- 
being of your fellows, 

Then you can go through life, head up, proud in your inner 
knowledge that you are doing something worth while and doing it 
well. There is no deeper satisfaction. 

If. at the same time, you can provide, decently, a proper life for 
your dependents, the cup of life is filled for you, 

And, (employers please note) what man can do the type of work 
of which he is capable, if his income is such he is constantly 
harassed by worry over the needs of his loved ones and the pres- 
sure of constant debt? 

That situation is poor business for all concerned.

_. Truman's Justified 
Cautious Course 


WASHINGTON.—President Truman is well 
fortified with expert opinion in pursuing the 
cautious course he has taken for sharing with 

other nations the atomic bomb secrets now held exclusively by the 
United States, Great Britain and Canada. 

The White House is determined that no part of the secret shall 
be let out to the rest of the world until proper safeguards are set 
up against the bomb’s production and use by our possible enemies. 

Mr. Truman, prudently enough, is following a. step-by-step 
course in providing for the world machinery to control atomic 
energy. 

When this policy was first announced by the White House a 
cry of alarm went up from certain elements in the country who 
professed grave concern lest it give rise to a new world armament 
race based upon atomic energy. 

It was contended that every major natidn outside the sphere of 
those holding the secret would, -as a matter of self-preservation, 
be compelled to bend all their efforts to the production of the bomb. 

Not to do so, it was argued, would make them helpless in the 
face of possible future attack at our hands. Self-protection would 
demand that the other nations of the world arm themselves with 
weapons of equal destruction. 

Hence, there was envisioned another armament race among the 
nations, more deadly and more expensive than anything that has 


been seen in the past. 

~ The alarmists were probably justified in 
Alarmists Wrong taking the view they did on the basis of 
information that was available to them, 

They were proceeding on the theory that, it having taken us 
no more than about three and a half years to produce the atomic 
bomb, other nations were in position to duplicate our feat. 

On that premise, all of the grave concern expressed about the 
White House atomic policy might have been correct. Certainly 
the most catastrophic thing that could happen to the world would 
be for the major nations to engage in a contest with each other 
over the development of new atomic weapons of warfare. 

Sooner or later some new dictator, bent on world conquest, 
would be certain to arise and plunge the earth into another blood 
bath—more terrible and more destructive perhaps than all the 
others of history combined , : 

But where the alarmists fell short, it appears, was in not having 
access to the full scope of expert advice that was available to 
President Truman. He was able to speak with more authority 
in determining government atomic policy than those on the out- 
side, who were merely giving expression to common fears. 

Genral Leslie R. Groves, head of the government’s great atomic 
bomb project, for example, has given it as his considered opinion 
that we need have no concern about any outside nation producing 
the A-bomb for a period of 15 to 20 years. 


Russia Alone among the outside great nations which survived 
the war as a world power, Russia is in better position 
than any of the others to develop an atomic bomb project. 

Gen. Groves, who is entitled to speak with more authority on 
practical details of the bomb development than any living person, 
has informed this writer that, in his opinion, the Russians are 
not capable of duplicating our feat in 15 to 20 years, without our 
co-operation. 

They might possibly do it in twelve years, he says, but then 
again it might easily take them 25 or even 50years. 

If we give them the benefit of all the tw6-billion-dollgr experi- 
mental work we have done, if we made-dvailable to them all the 
scientific data we have developed and collected—in short, if we 
co-operated with them fully in the enterprise—then, he says, they 
might be able to develop the bomb in a much shorter time—per- 
haps five to seven years. 

Left to their own resources, the Russians, he believes—or any 
other outside nation—could not. possibly duplicate our performance 
for a minimum of twelve years at the very best. 

In other words, as Gen. Groves sees it, time is not a quality 
of immediate importance if the final policy we arrive at for the 
treatment and disposition of the mighty A-bomb. 

Accordingly, Mr. Truman can well afford to pursue a cautious 
course in letting the secret out to other nations. He has ample 
time, it would seem, for setting up the machinery of gan inter- 
national organization for safeguarding the peace of the world 
against the ravages of the bomb in wanton hands.

PRINCETON, N. J.—The great 
majority of voters in every one | 
of the major occupational groups | 
in the country look with favor 
upon President Truman’s propos- 
ed plan in connection with man- 
agement-labor disputes.

Gen. H. H. Arnold, saying that air 
power “may be the only weapon 
used should there be another war” 
offered Sunday a.three-point pro- 
gram .for maintenance of United 
States air strength.

Army Air Forces said, that “‘over- |

We, the Grand Jury selected for 
the November-December, 1945 term 
of Fulton County, report the. con- 
clusion of our work and submit 
the results of our findings. In ad- 
dition to handling the routine work 
required of us in accordance with 
‘the charge given us by the Court, 
'the ballot boxes of the recent City 
‘election were examined and check- 
‘ed, and found to be properly lock- 
ed, sealed, and in proper order. 


| Furthermore, we received a re- 


port of the Citizens’ Committee ap- | 


‘pointed by’the Grand Jury serv- 


ing the July-August, 1945, term. | 


We have examined. this report and 
committees were appointed for the 
purpose of checking information 


|contained therein. Our reactions to | 
‘the findings of these committees

| Before discussing the details of

‘of County employees, who do not 
‘even own an automobile, still re- 
iceiving County Car allowances. 
Such practices should be condemn- 
ed and stopped. The above-men- 
tioned abuses could be corrected 
by requiring each employee to file 
with his monthly report of mile- 
age, an affidavit to certify that the 
mileage turned in was used only 
for County purposes and a file rec- 
ord of the original affidavits pre- 
served for checking purposes avail- 
able to Grand Jury investigation. 


We condemn the practice of cer-

We are of the opinion that the 
Capital City Club should pay the 
county approximately $2,800.00, 
the same being: the difference be- 
tween the amount of work the 
‘county did for the club and the 
amount the club paid in 1945, and 
'we recommend that this practice 
be discontinued. 


CHURCHES: Our investigation 
discloses that the county has al- 
ways done work for:the various 
churches throughout the county.

Ly previous Grand Juries and some 


of the best citizens of the county. 
This being an illegal expenditure 
of public funds, we recommend 
that this practice be discontinued, 
notwithstanding the fact that it has 
been a custom as well as a prace- 
tice over a long period of years. 


COMMENTS: 


In view of the fact that this com- 
mittee has not had ample time to 
review and recheck the citizen's 
committee’s entire report, we are 
not able to complete this report in 
its entirety. The items covered in 
this report have been ascertained 
by a fair and impartial investiga- 
tion, and all matters contained 
herein are accurate facts verified 
by the records and personal inves- 
tigation. The duty of making this 
investigation was. not delegated to 
any person, but was made person- 
elly by members of this commit- 
tee.

A New Manner of Flight 


By TOM J. MILLER. 


If some day you step into your own light plane, flick on the 
switch and the propeller blades whirl with the hiss of jet propulsion, 


you can thank, in part, a group of 
Technology whose theory and nine 
helped make it possible.

The idea for the Tech helicopter 
was conceived by the late Prof. 
Montgomery Kuight, then head of 
the Daniel Guggenheim School of 
Aeronautics at the institution, in 
1935. The project was sponsored 
jointly by the school and the 
State Engineering Experiment Sta- | 
tion at Tech, under Dr. Geratd A. | 
Rosselot. 

Prof. Knight never got to see 
the successful flight of the model, 
for he died in 1943, and was suc: | 
ceeded by Prof Donnel W. Dutton, | 
present head of the aeronautics 
school, who carried on the re- 
search with Dr. Rosselot. 

In the Tech model, air was 
drawn through a duct in the nose 
of the ship by a high speed axial 
blower and forced through the | 
rotor hub into the hollow blades, 
escaping through the jet nozzles 
at the rotor tips.
